expectant graduates. L. E. Terry, 
of the Central High school coim- 
mercial department here, who for 
| six years has transcribed the 
jname of every one of the city’s 
\graduates reports that Roosevelt 
and Bryan still lead the list of 
famous men in the number of 
namesakes. 

Each year as Mr. Terry takes 
Lup his task of name writing he 
lgees unfolded before him a cross 


‘and social history.

Addressing the legislature, Col 
Thompson said that he came as 
the personal representative’ of 
President Coolidge ‘without bias 
or prejudice and afzious and. will- 


ing to listen and learn. 
“I am here,” said Col. Thomp-
